The resignation of Thomas 
Voloski, a-15\%-year veteran of the 
Madison ‘Police Department, and 
new appointments by Mayor John 
Bellcoff were accepted ata Madison 
City Council meeting Tuesday night. 
Appointees include Eldon Rhoads as 
fire chief. 


Voloski in his letter of resignation 
said in part, “I find it difficult to 
operate effectively as a police of- 
ficer for the residents of Madison. 
My resignation will take effect after 
the completion of my scheduled 
vacation days July 1. I'd like to 
thank the citizens of Madison for 
allowing me to serve them for the 
past 15% years in an effective and 
efficient manner.” 


WITH THE LOSS of Voloski the 
police department is operating now 
with 10 officers, including Chief of 


geafgoiice Wiliam Papa, Detective Paul 


jargiel and eight officers, including 
two; William Fanning and Donald 
Bridick, both presently on sick 
leave. 

Mayor Bellcoff announced he will 


submit a 15-man auxiliary police 
unit proposal to the aldermen for 
consideration at the July Zmeeting- 

“The. auxiliary unit, will serve ‘at 
school functions, city parades and 
other events, thereby releasing a 
police officer for other departmental 
duties,” the mayor commented. 

POLICE REPORTS for April and 
May, compiled by Chief Papa, listed 
fines collected in April of $2,096 and 
in May of $3,470.

MESD unwilling to operate groundwater well

The Metro East Sanitary District 
will not get directly involved in, 
operation of a well in the Dobrey 
Slough area, but it will be willing to 
help find a solution aimed at keeping 
the well. 

MESD Executive Director Shang 
Greathouse said Wednesday there is 
“no.way”’ the district can take over 
the well’s operation. The well was in- 
stalled by the U.S. Army Corps of 
Engineers between Hemlock and 
Pine streets last January to help 
with drainage problems in Nameoki 
‘Township. 

GREATHOUSE SAID he met 


Tuesday with representatives of the 
Corps and Hurst-Rosche Engineers 
Inc., MESD’s engineers. 

“IT don’t think it’s our duty to 
operate the well,” Greathouse said. 
“But we are willing to sit down with 
other entities and try to work 
something out with them.” 

Helen Hawkins of Nameoki 
Township, a former town board 
member, had asked MESD to get in- 
volved with the well June 5. 

“But that whole operation would 
be very slow and very costly,” 
Greathouse said.

To the Editor: . 

Bi-partisan tax reform is a top 
priority on the national agenda. On 
June 5, Illinois House members, in 
that same spirit, voted out of com- 

the Tax Cap Amendment, 
HJR-CA 12. 

Government spending state, 
federal, and lo — totaled 45.2 per- 
cent of personal income in 1983, ac- 
cording to the U.S. Department of 
Commerce. Since passage of the in- 
come tax in 1969, state spending 
from the ‘general Revenue fund has 
jumped from $3.000,000,000 to nearly 

500,000,000, a 220 percent in- 
crease 

From 1960 to 1983, spending in II- 
linois went up 721 percent, while per- 
sonal incomevrose only 452 percent 

With the 1983 financial crisis 
behind us, ambitious hew programs 
are being proposed. The pressure for

Defends interchange of ideas, 


To the Editor: 
I- write to alert you to two 


developments in Congress that will 
affect newspapers. Both could 


diminish the interchange of ideas 
and information 

The administration budget 
brought to the Senate contained pro- 
visions which eliminated the federal 
support that makes possible reduced 
rate postage for in-county 
newspaper mailings, libraries, non- 
profit groups and mail services for 
the blind. 

The Senate restored some monies 
for these. ‘revenue foregone’’ pro- 
grams, but at less than one-eighth 
the current levels. 

I voted for an amendment which 
would have frozen the ‘‘revenue 
foregone” program at the present 
funding level until July 1986, but that 
amendment did not pass. 

Under the terms of the ‘priginal 
White House budget request, posta! 
costs for charitable groups such as 


Nobel Laureate Milton Friedman 
says this is caused by a fundamental 
defect in our political and constitu- 
tional structure which prevents: the 
public from ever getting to vote‘on 
the total budget of the government. 

The Tax Cap Amendment 
remedies this flaw by allowing Il- 
linois citizens to decide what they 
are willing to pay fo state govern- 
ment 

In 1978, they overwhelmingly 
passed an advisory referendum call- 
ing for constitutional limits on 
government spending. It is time we 
honored their wishes. 

The key to the Tax Cap Amend- 
ment is tying spending to the current 
percentage of average personal in- 
come in Illinois, 6.5 percent, for the 
three most recent years for which 
figures are available 

The amendment includes an 
escape mechanism allowing a one- 
time increase in the 6.5 percent 


the United Way, the American Lung

Such dramatic increases will have 
a negative impact on newspaper 
balance sheets and will diminish the 
reach of these important community 
resources.

With the-scheduled coriclusion of 
the spring legislative session at the 
end of this month, the- Illinois 
General Assembly appears to be in 
an enviable position. 

Legislation dealing with the major 
issues of economic development and 
education reform have moved 
through both houses ofthe General 
Assembly ‘rapidly, gathering 
momentum and support each step of 
the way. 

BUILD ILLINOIS and the Illinois 
Bétter Schools Program, twin gates 
to economic development in the 
coming years, have captured the im- 
agination of the State. and the pro- 
grams have received \the bipartisan 
support essential to passage. / 

It is clear that the great changes 
and reforms needed to move Illinois 
forward are taking shape. 

But hidden in all the good news is 
the danger that the progress made in 
these two areas during this session 
could end in failure and disappoint- 
ment before the legislature ad- 
journ$, for .neither program can 
move forward if not properly funded 
by the.General Assembly. 

LEGISLATORS HAVE embraced 
Build Mlinois with such enthusiasm 
that the projects added to the pro- 
gram would nearly double its price 
tag if implemented, Yet they have 
rejected the method proposed to 
finance it and have failed to come up 
with another plan for financing the 
program, 

At. the same time, the legislature 
is meeting the challenge of molding 
education reform but, like Build Il- 
linois, it so far has rejected the only 
funding proposal put forward. 

Lawmakers are to be commended 
for their efforts to reach agreement 
-|among the variety of key groups like 
teacher unions, and school ad- 
ministrators on. major education 
issues. 

The eaiiniwe has agreed to five 
areas ofreform: , 

UNDER REFORM proposals, 
teachers will have to pass an ex- 
‘jamination. for accreditation. 
eachers will be evaluated and 
supervised, with the tenured teacher 
dismissal process streamlined. 

Under a proposal submitted by 
this Administration and agreed to by 
education groups, school districts 
will reward outstanding teachers 
through performance pay pro- 

ms. 

egional education services will 
‘|be expanded to strengthen education 
for. gifted students, alcohol and 
substance abuse programs, com- 
jputer education programs anid conti- 
inuing education for teachers. 
Reforms will place greater em- 
phasis on reading, math and science 
and provide the equipment needed to 
accomplish this goal. 

A NEW: MATH-SCIENCE 
academy will be planned for gifted 
students,. and vocational education 
will be updated to meet Illinois’ 
changing economy. | 
The state will intensify efforts to 
prevent students from dropping out. 
State-supported summer programs 
will be required for students in need 
of remedial help, and alll schools will 
offer alternative school programs. 

We know that children who enter 
$chool at,an early age do better 
throughout school and are less likely 
to get in trouble late in life. Educa- 
tion reforms will expand ‘early 
childhood education by encouraging 
full-day kindergarten ’| programs. 
Services to Penueappedichildren up 
ee 3 years of age also will be expand-

ciency in the way schools are run. 

Education will be more accoun- 
table to the public through issuance 
of “report cards’’ for the school 
districts, comparing school per- 
formance to stafe and national 
norms. 

THE STATE WILL TEST students 
for academic proficiency, with the 
results of the tests being made 
available to policy-makers. 

But how has the legislature ad- 
dressed the auestion of funding these 
essential reforms? So far, it has not. 

In recent weeks, lawmakers have 
looked to the state’s expected year- 
end balance as a means of escaping 
the need for even the smallest new 
tax to ensure long-term funding for 
the reform of our educational in- 
stitutions. New revenues are not 
needed, some have said, because I- 
linois has enough money in the bank 
to finance reforms. 

BUT NO STATE can fund reforms 
of the major proportions proposed 
without figuring out how to pay for 
them — not just for one year, but 
over many years. Short-term fun- 
ding is simply short-sighted. 

Furthermore, the year-end 
balance “escape route’’ ignores 
basic facts. Illinois has nearly $600 
million in the bank today. But during 
June the state will make double 
school aid. payments — more than 
$240 million for these two payments 
alone and approximately $380 
million to pay all education bills due 
this month. 

A more realistic forecast of the 
year-end’ balance is about $400 
million. 

EVEN IF ALL the education 
reforms for 1985-86 could be paid 
from the year-end balance, the cost 
of continuing the reforms in 1986-87 
will increase as pilot programs are 
fully implemented throughout the 
state. 

Educational reform is an issue of 
importance to all of our people — not 
just those with children, but those 
without children who must one day 
turn over leadership of our state to 
the youngsters now learning in 
school, 

Our people must make their voices 
heard in these finial 10 days and they 
must make them heard in Spr- 
ingfield. 

Prospects for Illinois’ future have 
never been brighter, but will remain 
so only if we are willing to meet our 
obligations head on. People can 
make the difference, but only if they 
participate in the process and tell 
their lawmakers that they want bet- 
ter schools and are willing to pay for 
them. \

County, Kansas; and Potter, Sully, 
Hughes, Hyde, Buffalo, Lyman, 
Stanley, Marshall, and Charles Mix 
counties in South Dakota. 

The regulition follows a lengthy 
rulemaking process that began Sept 
14, 1984, when the service announced 
its intention to establish nontoxic 
shot zones to protect bald eagles and 
identified counties where lead 
poisoning in bald eagles was thought 
to be a problem. After reviewing bio- 
logical data and public comments, 
the service proposed on Feb. 13 to 
establish nontoxic shot zones for 
eagles in all or portions pf 30 coun- 
ties in eight states — California, L- 
linofs, Iowa, Kansas, Missouri, Okla- 
homa, Oregon and South Dakota. 

The service is required by law to 
obtain state approval for  imple- 
mentation and ‘enforcement of 
Federal nontoxic shot regulations. 
In this case, the states of Illinois, 
Missouri, Oklahoma, California and 
Oregon declined implementation of 
the nontoxic shot zones proposed for 
bald eagles for 1985. This action does 
not affect nontoxic shot zones 
previously established for water- 
fowl. 

In a notice published in the May 7, 
1985 Federal Register, the Fish and 
Wildlife Service announced its inten- 
tion not to open waterfowl hunting on 
selected areas during the 1986-87 
waterfowl hunting season unless the

states involved approve the use of 
nontoxic shot on those areas. The 
areas will, however, be open to 
waterfow] hunting during the up- 
coming 1985-86 hunting season. 

The areas include the portions of 
California, Oregon, Hlinois, 
Missouri, and Oklahoma that the 
service proposed on Feb. 13 as non- 
toxic shot zones to protect bald 
eagles from lead poisoning. The 
states did not approve nontoxic shot 
requirements in these areas. 

Also to be closed in 1986-87 are four 
national wildlife refuges where 
monitoring studies indicate a water- 
fowl lead poisoning problem. These 
refuges are Stillwater, Nevada: 
Benton Lake, Monjana; and Tule 
Lake and Lower Klamath, Cali- 
fornia. The service proposed these 
refuges as nontoxic shot zones for 
1985 on Oct. 30, 1984, but the respec 
tive states declined to approve the 
prop 1 

“The U.S. Fish and Wildlife Ser. 
vice is responsible for conserving 
and managing the resources omour 
national wildlife refuges,” explained 
Service Director Robert Jantzen 
“And ,we have. a special responsi 
bility for the bald eagle, which is 
both an endangered species and our 
national symbol. We have biological 
data indicating’ lead poisoning pro 
blems in these areas, but the states 
have decided not to require the use 
of nontoxic shot. Therefore, we feel 
we have no choice but to refrain 
from opening these areas to water- 
fowl hunting unless the states ap- 
prove use of nontoxic shot before the

HUNTERS who receive permits in 
the drawings will be notified by mail 
in early September, Loomis said. 
Because of the high volume of per- 
mit applications, however, it will be 
impog6ible to notify unsuccessful ap- 
plicafts. | 

Alf Illinois |bow hunting regula- 
tions will ce to the refuge hunts, 
with the-exception that daily hunting 
hours will end at 5 p.m. in the Mark 
Twain Refu Each hunter will 
receive a special refuge bow hunting 
permit and a/packet of information 
and regulations pertaining to the 
hunt. The refuge permit must be in 
the hunter’s possession during the 
hunt. 

PRE-HUNT scouting is not permit- 
ted on either the Mark Twain Refuge 
or Union County Refuge. Archers 
will be allowed in the hunting areas 
during the special hunt dates, Oct. 
26-27, only. 

Only one deer per hunter may be 
harvested by bow-and-arrow in Il- 
linois, Loomis said. Hunters who are 
not successful during the special 
refuge hunting programs may con- 
tinue to hunt elsewhere in Illinois un- 
til the close of the archery season, 
Dec. 31 

Loomis said opening the refuge 
areas for a limited deer hunting pro- 
gram is basically a herd manage- 
ment measure, intended to keep the 
deer size in balance with the 
available /habitat. and food 
resources. 

“The recreational opportunities 
resulting from -these special bunts 
are of secondary importance,"’ he 
said. ‘‘The primary concern is for 
the overall héalth of the deer herd 
using tlie refuge areas:”’ :

If the broker does this and the 
seller decides then not to lose the sale, the 
broker still gets his commission from the seller 
If the sale contract provides that the sale is con- 
tingent on the buyer obtaining financing from a 
lending institution, the broker generally speak- 
ing does not receive his commission if financing 
is not approved and the sale never closes. 

The next question involves earnest money. 
The purposes of earnest money posted by the 
prospective buyer is to insure that he intends to 
proceed with the sale. Who gets this money 
which is normally posted with the real estate 
broker if one party defaults? The answer to this 
question depends upon who backs out on the 
sale and what the contract itself says about the 
release of the money. 

Ina recent case, the sales agreement gave the 
seller of the property the right to demand the 
earnest money if the purchaser defaulted. In this- 
case, the buyer did default, but the real estate 
broker returned the earnest money to the pro- 
spective purchaser by mistake. The Court here 
decided that the broker breached his duty to the 
seller and forfeited his right to receive a commis-

A study of asbestos levels in 
buildings at Southern Illinois 
University at Edwardsville has 
revealed that 14 of 35 buildings have 
some asbestos present, but none is 
considered critical in terms of public 
safety and only two buildings have 
areas where the university plans to 
remove the building material in the 
near future. 

In a report last week to the SIU 
Board of Trustees, SIUE President 
Earl Lazerson said the university on 
its own initiative employed the firm 
of Speciality Systems, Inc. of In- 
diana to conduct the asbestos study 
in February. Final results were sub- 
mitted to the university in March, 
and the study has been under review 
by administrative officers since that 
time. 


President Lazerson emphasized 
the university is not compelled by 
law to remove the material be: ause 
the U.S. Environmental Protection 
Agency (EPA) ruling of May 27, 1982 
pertains to elementary and secon- 
dary schools only, but he said, 
“Because of continued national 
publicity on asbestos, we. felt it 
would be prudent policy to initiate 
the study and to take corrective ac- 
tion if there is any question about 
public safety.” 


The study-revealed a total of 63 
asbestos locations in 14 buildings on 
the -university’s three campuses. 
Twenty-one buildings did not have 
any asbestos reported in the study. 
Most of the areas where the material 
exists are remote, non-public areas 


such as mechanical equipment 
rooms. 

Four public areas in the Com- 
munications Building and the boiler 
room of the East St. Louis Center 
have asbestos that will be removed 
as soon as funding can be approved, 
Lazerson said. The areas in the 
Communications Building are the 
scene shop, Room 1010; the stage 
area of the theater, Room 2038; the 
control room, Room 2035; and a 
classroom, Room 2007. 

Only the control room has an ex- 
posure index considered high 
enough to indicate that removal of 
the asbestos is the best corrective 
action, according to the report. The 
boiler room at the East St. Louis 
Center is a high-traffic area, and 
removal of asbestos in that room

was also deemed appropriate. 

Bid specifications jare being writ- 
ten to obtain costs on the removal of 
the asbestos in the) two buildings, 
and Lazerson said it will be recom- 
mended that the project receive high 
priority for funding in the next fiscal 
year, beginning July 1. None. of the 
‘areas will be closed to the public un- 
til the removal projects are begun. 

Lazerson said the] study was con- 
ducted according to EPA regula- 
tions, and all corre¢tive action will 
comply with EPA) standards. He. 
said protective signs will be placed 
in mechanical equipment rooms 
where the material exists. Ultimate- 
ly, he added, all non-public areas 

will be corrected in|a phased opera- 
tion based on the i exposure in- 





dex number.

Bowles said she and Madison County 


Board member Don Rea, who 
represents the board district con- 
taining:the precincts, worked on the 
redistricting plan and the redistric- 
ting was approved by Rea, she said. 

Board member Alan Dunstan of 
Troy explained that the resolution, 
which also affected precinets in Jar- 
vis and Godfrey townships, increas- 
ed the voter population in smaller 
precincts while decreasing larger 
precincts. 

Last April, Bowles asked county 
board members to consider equaliz- 
ing precincts within their districts. 

According to state law, resolutions 
pertaining to redistricting must be 


approved by the county board in 
June or July, in time for the 
November 1985 elections. 7 

Bowles said election costs for all 
precincts (including “election judge 
costs and poll rental, and excluding 
ballot costs) are the same for each 
precinct, regardless of how many 
voters cast ballots in the precinct.

Releasing the results of a new 
study on the impact of higher elec- 
tric rates on the state economy, CUB 
Vice-President Mike Boland told a 
Springfield press conference that 
higher bills projected in the absence 
of utility reform would dramatically 
lower consumer spending and small 
business investment in Illinois 

Utility spokesmen generally 
disagree with the forecast. 

“If utilities have their way, Illinois 
businesses and consumers Will pay 
$50 million more for electric service 
in the coming years. That means 
less money will be available for 
spending in our neighborhood stores 
and shops, and less money will be

available for business investment 
and growth,” said Boland, an East 
Moline teacher. 

Boland was joined at the press 
conference by representatives of 100 
small businesses and business coun- 
¢ils. They said rising utility rates 
are destroying jobs and placing Il- 
linois ¢ompanies at a competitive 
disadvantage with other states. 

“Utility bills represent one of the 
highest fixed costs for small 
businesses,” said Jerry Burnett, 
president of a Litchfield plastics 
company. “And those costs have 
skyrocketed out of control.” 

“we don’t mind paying for what 
we must, but our small businesses 
just can’t support the multi-billion 
dollar mistakes of Illinois’ utilities,” 
said Yale Simkin, a DeKalb 
businessman: He said small 
businesses create more than two- 
thirds of all new jobs in the U.S. 
economy, and urged the legislature 


to pass Senate Bill 1021 “‘to cut the 
cost of doing business in Illinois.” 

SB 1021 passed the Illinois Senate 
last month and now awaits final ac- 
tion by the House, possibly this 
week. Embodying the recommenda- 
tions of the bipartisan Joint Commit- 
tee on Public Utility Regulation, the 
bill would prevent utility companies 
from passing along to consumers 
and businesses costs stemming from 
“overbuilding of nuclear power 
plants and other management er- 
rors.” 

Boland said “unreasonable utility 
bills are a statewide problem. 

“When small companies make a 
mistake, they pay for it. But Illinois 
law currently shields utility 
managers from the financial conse- 
quences of their own mistakes. The 
rest of Illinois’ businesses pick up 
the tab.” 

CUB, a 95,000-member utility wat- 
chdog, is urging consumers to con- 
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tact state representatives in support 
of SB 1021, which also would alter 
decision-making.at the Illinois Com- 
merce Commission and expand the 
voice of the consumer, in the 
ratemaking at the Illinois Com- 
merce Commission and expand the 
voice of the consumer in the 
ratemaking process.
